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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 ) The Takita reference specifically teaches that 
the silicone composition therein can cure via a hydrosilylation reaction and this provides clear motivation to cure the silicone rubber 
therein in such a manner. Arguments drawn to an "additive that interferes with this reaction" are confusing. The Examiner cannot 
determine how such an argument establishes any unobviousness. Also note that azo compounds are not excluded from the claims, even 
from newly added claims 36 to 39 since the language "consisting essentially of does not exclude azo compounds. 2) For the rejection 
over JP '644, these arguments appear to be consistent with those previously submitted. As such applicants' attention is directed to the 
remarks in the previous office action, pargarph 6. 3) For the rejections over Cavezzan and McDermott et aL, these references need not 
teach arc-tracking or arc-erosion resistance since, as the Examiner has noted previously, motivation to make a combination of prior art 
references need not be the same motivation as applicants'. With regard to a disclosure in these references for an application in which 
flame resistance is needed, the Examiner notes that motivation to make a combination can come from that which is known in the art. 
Clearly the skilled artisan would recognize the desirability of increasing flame resistance in a molded silicone product or a coating 
composition . 
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
